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General  Information 


HISTORICAL. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1905  created  the  Fifth  District  Normal 
School,  the  district  including  the  counties  of  Andrew,  Atchison,  Bu- 
chanan, Caldwell,  Carroll,  Clay,  Clinton,  Daviess,  DeKalb,  Gentry, 
Grundy,  Harrison,  Holt,  Livingston,  Mercer,  Nodaway,  Platte,  Ray  and 
Worth.  Maryville  was  chosen  as  the  seat  of  the  new  school  upon  a 
tender  of  eighty-six  and  one-eighth  acres  valued  at  $57,112,  with 
$58,672.50  in  cash.  The  Board  of  Regents  later  extended  the  campus 
by  purchasing  a  tract  of  thirty-one  and  forty-nine  hundredths  acres 
at  a  cost  of  $7,872.50.  The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents  was 
held  September  12,  1915.  The  first  session  of  the  school  was  hald  In 
the  High  School  building  of  Maryville  in  the  summer  of  1906.  The 
corner  stone  of  the  new  building  was  laid  October  12,  1907.

line  of  the  Wabash  railway  from  St.  Louis  to  Omaha,  which  enables 
students  to  reach  Maryville  by  connections  at  Chillicothe  with  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  and  the  Burlington  railways,  the 
Quincy,  Omaha  &  Kansas  City  railroad  at  Pattonsburg,  the  Rock  Island 
railway  at  Gallatin,  the  Burlington  at  Darlington,  Burlington  Junction 
and  Coin,  Iowa,  and  with  the  Chicago  Great  Western  at  Conception 
Junction.  All  sections  of  the  District  are  thus  easily  accessible  to  the 
school. 

Maryville  is  a  beautiful  residence  city  with  a  population  of 
six  to  seven  thousand.  The  prevalent  religious  denominations  of  this 
section  of  the  state  have  strong  congregations  and  beautiful  and  com- 
modious houses  of  worship.  The  city  maintains  an  efficient  Carnegie 
Library  which  supplements  in  many  respects  our  own  library,  St. 
Francis  Hospital  conducted  by  the  Good  Sisters  of  St.  Francis  provides 
convenient  and  efficient  facilities  in  cases  of  emergency  or  serious  ill- 
ness. The  city  is  supplied  with  good  systems  of  water  works  and  sew- 
erage and  paved  streets,  well  lighted, 

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

The  large  and  attractive  building  which  now  houses  the  Normal 
School  is  commodious  and  well  adapted  to  its  uses  in  every  respect. 
The  one  building  takes  care  of  all  the  work  including  the  Training 
School.  The  building  is  unusually  well  lighted  with  large  windows 
and  electric  lights.  It  is  heated  by  steam  and  ventilated  by  a  fan  sys- 
tem propelled  by  electric  power.  The  building  is  of  fire-proof  construc- 
tion and  contains  a  commodious  Library,  well  arranged  and  well  equip- 
ped classrooms  and  laboratories  and  a  splendid  auditorium.  In  addition 
to  this  building  we  have  a  power  plant  equipped  with  two  efficient 
boilers  which  furnish  the  heat  for  the  main  building;  plans  are  drawn 
for  the  erection  of  a  greenhouse  and  appropriations  granted  for  the 
erection  of  a  farm  residence,  barn  and  other  out  buildings  to  aid  in  the 
work  of  the  school. 

There  is  located  on  the  Normal  School  grounds  a  commodious  resi- 
dence which  is  the  home  of  the  President  of  the  school.  The  building, 
formerly  known  as  the  Maryville  Seminary  will  soon  be  put  to  some 
use  in  direct  connection  with  our  work.  The  school  as  yet  does  not 
possess  a  system  of  dormitories  but  our  students  have  been  able  to  se- 
cure satisfactory  accomodations  in  the  homes  of  Maryville.  The  grounds 
are  large  and  attractively  laid  out  in  drives  and  campus  areas.  The 
areas  immediately  around  the  building  and  the  President's  residence 
will  receive  treatment  at  the  hands  of  a  landscape  architect  which  will 
further  beautify  this  portion  of  the  grounds.  The  Normal  Park  is  one 
of  the  most  attractive  spots  that  can  be  found.  It  is  the  home  of  the 
Maryville  Chautauqua  and  furnishes  a  satisfactory  meeting  place  for 
picnics  and  for  student  out-door  gatherings. 

A  large  acreage  is  in  cultivation  under  the  direction  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  and  a    well    appointed    Soil    Experiment    field  is

operated  in  co-operation  with  the  University  of  Missouri.  Plans  are 
being  formed  which  will  render  all  of  the  areas  more  effective  in  con- 
nection with  the  school  work.  Just  to  the  rear  of  the  building  is  an 
ample,  correctly  laid  out  track  and  field  for  athletic  events.  Each 
spring  the  Northwest  Missouri  Inter-High  School  Association  holds  the 
largest  track  meet  and  literary  contest  in  this  part  of  the  country 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Normal  School.  This  athletic  field  furnishes 
adequate  play-ground  for  the  student  body  in  the  various  forms  of 
play  and  athletic  exercises.  Five  splendid  tennis  courts  provide  ample 
opportunity  for  those  who  love  this  sport. 

EQUIPMENT. 

The  equipment  in  all  the  laboratories  and  classrooms  is  modern 
and  of  approved  type  and  is  being  constantly  extended,  care  being  tak- 
en to  add  only  that  which  is  of  undoubted  value  and  worth.  An  elec- 
tric program  clock  automatically  governs  the  movements  of  the  school. 
Each  of  the  various  departments  is  equipped  with  suitable  apparatus 
for  its  particular  work.  Laboratories  in  Agriculture,  Biology,  Geogra- 
phy, Physics,  Chemistry,  Home  Economics,  Mathematics  are  equipped 
with  modern  furniture  and  efficient  apparatus. 

LOCKERS — Individual  lockers  are  provided  for  each  student,  thus 
guaranteeing  a  safe  place  for  the  student  to  keep  books  and  wraps. 
These  are  provided  without  cost  to  the  student  except  a  deposit  of 
twenty-five  cents  for  a  key  to  be  returned  upon  presentation  of  the  key. 

HEATING — Direct  radiation  is  being  installed  throughout  the 
main  building  to  supplement  the  present  system,  thus  guaranteeing  a 
comfortable  building  at  all  times. 

MANUAL  TRAINING — Additional  equipment  in  the  form  of  turn- 
ing lathes,  table  saw,  planer  and  jointer  and  many  smaller  tools  makes 
this  department  very  efficient. 

LIBRARY. 

The  Library  of  a  school  is  one  of  the  most  important  parts  of  its 
equipment.  Our  Library  is  now  well  arranged  and  such  additions  are 
being  made  as  make  it  more  efficient  from  time  to  time.  The  stack- 
room  is  adjacent  to  a  large,  well  lighted  reading  room,  thus  making  it 
easy  for  students  to  secure  books  for  reference  work  study.  Students 
should  become  acquainted  with  the  Library  Regulations  as  early  as 
possible  after  their  enrollment  with  the  school.  The  Librarian  will 
give  stated  lessons  of  instruction  on  how  to  use  the  Library  near  the 
opening  of  each  term.  In  addition  to  this  a  course  of  instruction  will 
be  planned  in  Library  Economy,  dealing  with  such  subjects  as  the 
Library  in  the  School,  parts  of  a  book,  the  classification  of  books,  shelf 
arrangement,  card  catalogues,    magazines,    indexes,    reference    books, 
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government  publications,  book  selection  and  buying,  use  of  library  in 
the  study  of  topics,  etc.  The  Library  of  the  Fifth  District  Normal 
School  cheerfully  answers  all  questions  concerning  school  libraries, 
books,  magazines,  government  publications,  reference  material,  etc. 

STUDENT  ORGANIZATIONS. 

Such  organizations  as  Literary  Societies,  Christian  Associations, 
Clubs  for  the  students  of  particular  phases  of  work  and  interest  directly 
connected  with  the  school  will  be  encouraged. 

The  Young  Men's  and  Young  Women's  Christian  Associations  now 
have  very  efficient  organizations.  Each  hold  weekly  devotional  meet- 
ings conducted  by  members  of  the  associations  with  occasional  talks  by 
members  of  the  faculty  and  other  invited  speakers.  These  organizations 
give  attention  to  Bible  and  Mission  Study  and  other  phases  of  work. 

Two  literary  societies  are  organized  at  present.  The  Eurekan  and 
The  Philomathean.  These  societies  are  on  an  efficient  footing  and 
have  done  a  high  type  of  work  during  the  past  year.  Greater  efficiency 
is  expected  the  coming  year.  Clubs  and  organizations  for  special  study 
will  be  fostered  and  literary  society  work  extended. 

A  Glee  Club  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Music  is  one 
of  the  regular  organizations  of  the  school.  Tennis  clubs.  Basket  Ball 
Teams,  etc.,  represent  the  activities  of  the  student  body  in  these  re- 
spects. None  of  these  organizations  will  be  permitted  to  interfere  with 
the  free  and  democratic  spirit  of  the  school. 


PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

No  problem  is  of  more  importance  or  more  concern  to  the  individ- 
ual today  than  that  of  proper  physical  equipment.  The  Normal  School 
is  concerned  with  the  physical  welfare  of  the  student  body  and  its  phys- 
ical development  ,and  will  endeavor  to  provide  systematic  physical 
training.  Its  director  must  know  modern  development  in  education, 
and  must  be  able  to  give  right  direction  to  the  student  as  to  his  physical 
health  and  activity.  Indeed,  we  hope  to  provide  such  a  condition  that 
each  student  will  be  provided  with  a  definite  chart  of  his  or  her  own 
physical  condition  and  suggestions  can  be  made  as  to  the  particular 
type  of  physical  exercise  needed  in  each  particular  case.  We  want 
this  department  to  be  so  manned  that  suitable  physical  training  can  be 
given  to  men  and  women  as  demanded  by  their  physical  needs. 
We  expect  to  take  take  care  of  the  problems  of  playground  activities, 
the  study  of  Hygiene  and  the  supervision  of  children's  play,  both  in- 
door and  outdoor,  in  the  public  school. 

Suitable  gymnasiums  are  provided  for  men  and  women.  The 
school  is  a  member  of  the  Missouri  Inter-Collegiate  Athletic  Association 
and  competes  in  Basket  Ball,  Base  Ball  and  Track  and  Field  Events. 
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AGRICULTURAL  EDUCATION. 

This  school  is  exceptionally  situated  for  agricultural  instruction. 
Located  in  the  heart  of  a  great  agricultural  region  with  a  great  variety 
of  pure  bred  stock  immediately  available  for  stock  judging  and  obser- 
vation. The  owners  of  these  farms  take  special  interest  in  the  work 
•of  our  classes  in  Animal  Husbandry,  Agronomy  and  Farm  Management. 
Future  plans  include  high  grade  work  in  phases  of  Horticulture,  Plant 
Propagation  and  allied  subjects.  The  largest  and  best  soil  experiment 
^station  of  the  University  of  Missouri  is  located  on  ground  owned  or 
leased  by  the  Normal  School  which  operates  this  field  in  co-operation 
with  the  State  Agricultural  College.  Our  work  meets  the  new  require- 
ments placed  upon  teachers  of  Agriculture  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education  in  every  particular.  The  work  is  under  the  direction  of  a 
graduate  of  the  State  University  and  is  fully  approved  by  that  insti- 
tution.

The  Maryville  Lyceum  Association,  composed  of  representatives 
of  the  Normal  School,  the  Public  High  School,  the  various  churches  of 
the  city,  the  Federated  Women's  Clubs,  the  Commercial  Club  and  sim- 
ilar organizations  have  provided  each  winter  an  elaborate  Lyceum- 
Course  at  low  cost  to  each  individual.  The  Normal  School  will  guar- 
antee that  the  cost  of  this  course  will  be  very  reasonable  to  its  students. 
It  will  be  such  that  no  student  can  afford  not  to  provide  for  this  as  a. 
part  of  the  winter's  expenses.

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ORGANIZATION. 

The  school  is  organized  to  meet  varying  needs. 

1.  THE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  PROPER  or  the  COLLEGIATE  DE- 
PARTMENT requiring  a  standard  four  year  high  school  training  for 
entrance  and  made  up  of 

(A).  THE  PROFESSIONAL  OR  TECHNICAL  DIVISION  rep- 
resenting high  grade  instruction  in  Standard  College  Courses 
for  the  training  of  teachers  for  all  positions  in  our  public 
schools. 

(B).  THE  ACADEMIC  DIVISION,  presenting  instruction  in 
the  fields  of  academic  subject  matter  embodied  in  the  curri- 
cula of  the  Arts  and  Science  Departments  of  our  best  Colleges 
and  Universities. 

(C).  THE  EXTENSION  AND  CORRESPONDENCE  DIVI- 
SION, which  aims  to  provide  instruction  in  Extension  centers 
or  by  correspondence  to  those  who  are  working  and  cannot 
attend  school  regularly. 

2.  A  DEPARTMENT  OF  SECONDARY  INSTRUCTION,  for  the 
"benefit  of  those  whose  high  school  opportunities  have  been  limited.  A 
standard  four-year  course  embracing  subjects  usually  taught  in  our  best 
high  schools,  including  the  professional  subjects  found  in  the  Teacher 
Training  Courses  now  taught  in  our  best  high  schools. 

3.  AN  EFFICIENT  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL,  for  practice  teach- 
ing and  exemplification  of  sensible  teaching  method. 

ADMISSION  OF  STUDENTS. 

1.  All  students  are  expected  to  possess  satisfactory  moral  tone, 
to  be  fifteen  years  of  age,  and  able  to  profit  by  the  work  of  the  school. 

2.  Students  are  expected  to  be  in  good  physical  condition,  or  such 
that  may  be  improved  by  the  physical  training  of  the  school  and  not 
in  possession  of  any  contagious  disease  or  a  disease  which  may  endanger 
the  health  of  other  students. 

3.  Graduates  of  first  class  approved  High  Schools  are  admitted 
to  the  standard  Normal  School  Course  without  examination  upon  the 
presentation  to  the  committee  on  advanced  standing  of  satisfactory 
credentials. 

4.  Teachers  of  mature  years  who  may  not  have  been  graduated 
from  a  High  School  may  enter  and  take  up  such  work  as  may  be  best 
suited  to  them  in  keeping  with  their  experience  and  as  will  bring  up 
their  deficiencies  and  enable  them  to  become  candidates  for  gradua- 
tion as  other  students. 
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ENTRANCE  REGULATIONS. 

1.  If  you  have  not  made  your  own  arrangements  for  boarding  be- 
fore you  come  to  Maryville  either  by  writing  directly  to  parties  or  to 
the  Dean  of  Women  it  will  probably  be  best  to  consult  the  Dean  of 
Women  concerning  approved  boarding  places.  She  can  help  you  very 
much. 

2.  After  getting  located  in  your  boarding  place  pay  your  inciden- 
tal fee  to  the  Treasurer  at  the  Farmers  Trust  Company,  on  the  north- 
west corner  of  the  public  square  and  take  his  receipt  therefor. 

3.  Come  to  the  Normal  School  building,  consult  the  registration 
committee  or  the  President  and  arrange  program  of  studies. 

4.  Secure  the  President's  signature  to  your  classification  card. 

5.  Go  to  the  Registrar  and  present  your  classification  card,  the 
duplicate  receipt  for  incidental  fees,  fill  out  the  information  blank  and 
secure  your  enrollment  card, 

6.  Bring  such  credentials  from  High  Schools,  or  other  institu- 
tions of  learning  that  you  may  possess  and  present  to  the  President  or 
to  the  Dean  of  Faculty. 


BOARDING  REGULATIONS. 

The  Dean  of  Women  has  a  list  of  private  homes  in  which  students 
may  secure  board  and  room.  Perrin  Hall  furnishes  table  board  and  a 
limited  number  of  rooms  to  students  and  teachers.  The  Dean  of  Wo- 
men has  direct  oversight  of  all  lady  students  in  the  school.  She  visits, 
and  inspects  places  where  young  ladies  board  and  approves  or  disap- 
proves the  same.  Young  ladies  are  not  permitted  to  room  at  any  place 
where  there  are  gentlemen  roomers.  Brothers  and  sisters  may  room  at 
the  same  place  provided  there  are  no  other  roomers  there.  All  board- 
ing places  to  receive  commendation  of  the  school  must  be  listed  with 
the  Dean  of  Women  thereby  bringing  every  place  of  residence  of  our 
students  into  direct  connection  with  the  institution.  It  is  the  desire 
of  the  management  of  the  school  that  in  a  short  time  we  may  be  able 
to  offer  the  Dormitory  System  and  opportunities  for  clubbing  together 
for  board  in  order  to  reduce,  as  far  as  possible,  the  expense  of  living. 
For  information  concerning  boarding  places  for  either  young  ladies  or 
young  gentlemen,  write  to  Mrs.  A.  R.  Perrin,  Dean  of  Women,  Mary- 
ville, Missouri. 

EXPENSES. 

The  incidental  fee  is  $6.00  per  quarter.  Small  fees  in  addition 
may  be  charged  in  certain  departments.  Books  can  be  secured  at  the 
Normal  Supply  Store  in  the  building  and  books  kept  in  good  condition 
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may  be  resold  to  the  Supply  Store  at  prices  in  keeping  with  the  con- 
dition of  the  books. 

Board  and  room  vary  in  price  from  $4.00  to  $5.00  per  week.  In- 
cidental expenses  depend  largely  upon  the  tastes  of  the  individual. 

READING  CIRCLE  CREDIT. 

The  Normal  School  wishes  to  encourage  the  study  of  the  Reading 
Circle  books  each  year.  We  expect  to  comply  essentially  with  the  fol- 
lowing suggestions  from  the  State  Department: 

Books  for  1915-1916. 

Bagley's — School  Discipline. 
Cubberley's — Rural  Life  and  Education. 
King's — Education  for  Social  Efficiency. 

A.  Secondary  Credit. 

One  half  unit  (II/2  term  credits  )  will  be  given. 

1.  Two  of  the  three  books  must  be  studied  before  credit  is  re- 
ceived. 

2.  It  is  recommended  that  both  books  be  studied  simultaneously. 

3.  Students  who  are  in  school  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  the 
reading  circle  work. 

4.  Reading  circle  work  for  secondary  credit  must  be  done  in 
circles  of  not  less  than  five  or  more  than  twenty  teachers,  including 
the  leader. 

5.  Each  circle  must  hold  not  fewer  than  nine  meetings,  which 
with  the  final  examination,  will  make  ten  meetings  for  each  circle. 

6.  A  minimum  of  sixty  minutes  for  each  lesson  in  each  book  must 
be  spent  at  each  meeting  of  the  circle,  or  a  total  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty  minutes  must  be  spent  on  both  books  at  each  meeting.  (A  total 
of  540  minutes  must  be  spent  on  each  book  or  1080  minutes  on  both 
books  exclusive  of  the  time  required  for  the  examination). 

7.  The  final  examination  will  be  given  by  the  county  superin- 
tendent at  a  place  designated  by  him.  The  examination  will  be  given 
on  the  same  day  in  all  the  counties  of  the  state.  The  examinations  in 
both  or  all  books  will  be  given  on  the  same  day.  The  date  will  be 
about  April  1,  1916.  Papers  will  be  returned  to  the  institution  where 
credit  is  desired  for  grading. 

8.  Competent  leaders  must  be  appointed  by  the  county  superin- 
tendent. 

B.  College  Credit. 

Two  and  one-half  semester  hours  (one  quarter's  work)  will  he 
given.     Credit  of  college  rank  will  be  given  to  students  who  are  grad- 
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uates  of  a  four  year  high  school,  or  the  equivalent  thereof,  provided 
the  work  be  done  in  either  of  the  following  v/ays: 

1,  As  extension  work  under  teachers  from  the  institution  where 
credit  is  desired. 

2.  As  regular  correspondence  work  under  the  direction  of  the 
school  in  which  credit  is  sought. 

WHO  AEE  PROVIDE!)  FOE. 

The  Normal  School  as  an  educational  institution  must  provide  for 
various  groups  of  individuals  and  the  character  of  its  work  must  justify 
their  attendance. 

1.  STUDENTS  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  GRADE  OR  GRADUATES  starting 

upon  a  professional  course  preparatory  to  teaching,  seeking  to 
secure  the  preliminary  college  academic  requirement  for  entrance 
upon  professional  courses  in  our  universities  or  who  seek  to  make 
up  credits  or  advance  their  standing  in  their  local  high  school 
and  looking  to  Normal  School  attendance  later, 

2.  GRADUATES  AND  STUDENTS  OF  COLLEGES  seeking  our  diplo- 

mas or  certificates  and  desiring  professional  training  or  seeking 
to  extend  their  credits  in  college. 

3.  RURAL  SCHOOL  TEACHERS  seeking  better  preparation  in  Method 

and  Rural  Community  Leadership,  also  a  more  extended  know- 
ledge of  the  subjects  taught. 

4.  ELEMENTARY     GRADE     TEACHERS     seeking    improvement    in 

technique  of  procedure  and  a  more  efficient  body  of  subject  mat- 
ter. 

5.  HIGH     SCHOOL     TEACHERS    who    wish    to    improve    class-room 

technique,  to  strengthen  their  knowledge  of  subject  matter,  and 
to  meet  state  requirements  for  teaching  agriculture  and  other 
science  phases,  also  the  new  requirements  in  other  high  school 
branches. 

6.  CITY  AND  COUNTY    SUPERINTENDENTS,    PRINCIPALS,     SUP- 

ERVISORS, AND  TEACHERS  OF  SPECIAL  SUBJECTS  wishing 
to  secure  advanced  preparation  in  academic  and  professional 
studies  and  to  get  in  touch  with  the  sane  and  well-balanced  pro- 
fessional atmosphere  of  the  Normal  School. 

7.  TEACHERS  AND  WOULD-BE-TEACHERS  seeking  to  make  approv- 

ed grades  and  to  prepare  for  the  state  and  county  examinations. 

8.  Our  courses  are  so  varied  and  so  closely  in  touch  with  problems  of 

daily  life  concerning  the  HOME,  the  FARM,  the  TOWN  and  the 
SCHOOL,  that  many  persons  not  immediately  concerned  with 
teaching  find  pleasure  and  profit  in  becoming  enrolled  in  our 
classes.

EXPLANATIONS. 


QUARTER — A  quarter  is  one  of  the  four  regular  sessions  of  the 
calendar  year. 

SCHOOL  YEAR — Three  quarters  constitutes  what  is  generally- 
known  as  a  school  year. 

TERM  CREDIT — A  measure  of  high  school  subjects  used  to  rep- 
resent a  subject  requiring  preparation  and  reciting  five  times  per  week 
for  one  quarter. 

UNIT — A  measure  of  high  school  subjects  used  in  the  high  school 
to  represent  a  subject  requiring  preparation  and  reciting  five  times  per 
week  for  one  school  year.     It  equals  three  term  credits. 

SEMESTER  HOUR — A  measure  of  all  studies  of  college  grade.  A 
convenient  term  in  use  by  schools  doing  work  of  college  grade.  Each 
one  hour  of  recitation  per  week  for  one  quarter  requiring  preparation 
for  the  class  recitation  will  be  rated  as  one-half  semester  hour,  a  class 
which  meets  five  times  per  week  and  requiring  preparation  for  each 
meeting  will  be  rated  as  two  and  one-half  semester  hours.  Two  hours 
per  week  for  one  quarter  of  laboratory  work,  or  of  subjects  not  requir- 
ing preparation  for  the  recitation  is  the  equivalent  of  one-half  semester 
hour  credit. 

CERTIFICATES  AND  DIPLOMAS. 

The  Normal  School  at  present  issues  or  recommends  the  following 
Certificates  and  Diplomas: 

1.      ENTRANCE   REQUIREMENTS. 

The  completion  of  an  approved  four  years*  high  school  course  or 
its  equivalent  is  now  the  basis  of  entrance  to  the  regular  stand- 
ard Normal  School  work.  The  Normal  School  maintains  such  an 
equivalent  in  its  present  Entrance  Requirement  Course  for  the 
benefit  of  those  whose  high  school  facilities  are  limited  at  home 
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or  for  those  who  formerly  did  not  have  any  opportunity  for  high 
school  study. 

2.  THE  RURAL  OR  COMMON  SCHOOL  CERTIFICATE. 

A  certificate  good  in  rural  schools  of  the  state  for  two  years. 
Issued  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  upon  the  completion 
of  a  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  State  Superintendent,  and 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Normal  School.  It  is  renewable 
upon  the  completion  of  an  additional  term's  work  and  compli- 
ance with  requirements  for  renewal  of  County  Certificates. 

3.  THE  ELEMENTARY  CERTIFICATE. 

A  certificate  issued  by  the  Normal  School,  valid  in  the  schools  of 
the  state  for  two  years.  By  agreement  with  the  other  Normal 
Schools  of  the  state  this  certificate  will  represent  thirty  semester 
hours  of  college  rank  work  in  addition  to  a  full  four  years'  high 
school  course.  A  renewal  of  this  certificate  under  this  regula- 
tion or  one  issued  under  the  former  plan  or  from  another  Mis- 
souri Normal  School  may  be  secured  by  a  quarter's  attendance 
doing  a  full  schedule  of  work  in  advance  of  the  content  of  the 
former  certificate. 

4.  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  DIPLOMA. 

A  Life  Certificate  Diploma  valid  throughout  the  state  and  quali- 
fying for  teaching  in  the  elementary  school  requiring  by  agree- 
ment as  above,  the  completion  of  sixty  semester  hours  of  college 
rank  work  in  addition  to  a  full  four  years'  high  school  course. 

5.  THE  ADVANCED  DIPLOMA. 

A  Life  Certificate  Diploma  valid  throughout  the  state  and  quali- 
fying for  teaching  in  the  high  school,  requiring  by  agreement  as 
above,  the  completion  of  ninety  semester  hours  of  college  rank 
work  in  addition  to  a  full  four  years'  high  school  course. 
The  State  Department  of  Education  has  recently  named  the  fol- 
lowing requirements  for  teaching  in  approved  high  schools — A 
teacher  in  an  approved  high  school  of  the  third  class  must  have 
five  semester  hours'  credit  of  college  rank  work  in  every  subject 
taught  by  this  teacher.  A  teacher  in  an  approved  high  school  of 
the  first  or  second  class  must  have  seven  and  one-half  semester 
hours'  credit  of  college  rank  work  in  Mathematics,  Agriculture, 
and  other  sciences;  and  ten  semester  hours'  credit  of  college  rank 
work  in  English,  History,  Latin  and  German. 

Students  who  wish  to  teach  in  high  schools  are  guided  in  their 
work  to  the  end  that  they  may  meet  these  requirements. 

6.  THE   DEGREE   COURSE   DIPLOMA   ending  in   the  degree   BACH- 

ELOR OF  SCIENCE  IN  EDUCATION. 

The  Normal  School  of  today  must  be  a  dynamic  forceful  institu- 
tion, meeting  its  duties  and  responsibilities  with  vigor  and  en- 
thusiasm— A     Teachers'     College,     combining     the     professional 
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technical  and  academical  phases  so  necessary  in  the  makeup  of 
a  teacher  and  taking  rank  with  other  professional  and  technical 
colleges.  The  recognition  of  this  principle  leads  us  to  establish 
this  standard  professional  collegiate  course  carrying  with  it  the 
standard  collegiate  requirement  of  one  hundred  twenty  semester 
hours  of  work  in  advance  of  a  four  year  high  school  course  and 
entitling  the  student  to  the  degree  and  the  accompanying  Life 
Diploma.  Opportunity  is  thus  given  for  specialization  and  ex- 
tended preparation  for  teaching  in  high  schools. 

7.  GRADUATES     OF     THE     COLLEGE    UNION    OR    COLLEGES    of 

equivalent  rank  may  receive  either  of  our  Diplomas  upon 
completion  of  one  year's  work  in  residence  dependent 
on  the  content  of  their  college  course.  Graduates  of  Junior  Col- 
leges may  receive  the  diplomas  and  certificate  mentioned  under 
3,  4  and  5  in  one  year  dependent  upon  the  content  of  their  col- 
lege courses. 

8.  ADVANCED  STANDING  OR  CREDITS. 

Due  recognition  is  given  to  work  done  in  other  institutions. 
READING  CIRCLE — Credit  is  given  in  accordance  with  sugges- 
tions from  State    Department  of    Education  as    mentioned  on  a 
preceding  page. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS — Certificates  from  rural  or  town  ele- 
mentary schools  or  county  teachers'  certificates  admit  to  the  En- 
trance Requirement  Course  or  the  Normal  School's  Secondary 
Course. 

HIGH  SCHOOLS — Graduation  from  approved  first  class  high 
schools  entitles  the  applicant  to  entrance  to  the  Normal  School 
Courses.  The  State  Superintendent's  reports  are  made  the  basis 
of  rating  from  other  high  schools,  the  students  being  given  a 
chance  to  demonstrate  their  ability  before  final  rating  is  allowed. 
Graduates  of  approved  first  class  high  schools  who  spend  a  fifth 
year  in  the  high  school  doing  the  Teacher  Training  work  will  be 
given  advanced  standing  toward  our  diplomas.  Approximately  at 
least  one-half  credit  will  be  given  dependent  upon  the  character 
of  the  work. 

NORMAL  SCHOOLS — Work  done  in  other  Normal  Schools  is  re- 
ceived at  full  value  and  for  corresponding  rank. 
COLLEGES — Work  done  in  Colleges  of  the  Missouri  Union  or  in- 
stitutions of  like  rank  is  given  full  credit  except  that  advanced 
standing  cannot  set  aside  the  residence  requirement  of  three 
quarters. 

9.  The  Normal  School  reserves  the  right  to  refrain  from  granting  cer- 

tificates or  diplomas  to  applicants  whose  scholarship  is  uniformly 
low  or  whose  conduct  may  be  unsatisfactory. 


I.     THE  RUHAL  CEHTIFICATE  COURSE. 

The  State  Superintendent  issues  the  Rural  Certificate  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Normal  School.  The  applicant  must  be  eigh- 
teen years  of  age  and  must  have  attended  the  Normal  School  at  least 
two  quarters.  Few  students  will  be  able  to  secure  this  certificate  with 
less  residence  attendance  than  three  quarters.  Credits  must  be  made 
in  an  approved  high  school  or  in  the  Normal  School.  This  course  is 
the  equivalent  of  three  years  of  high  school  work  though  differing 
slightly  in  content  from  the  usual  course.  After  January  1,  1917,  this 
course  will  be  raised  to  a  four-year  course.

n.     ENTRANCE  REaUIREMENT  COURSE. 

This  course  is  the  equivalent  of  a  first  class  high  school  consisting 
of  at  least  twelve  quarters  of  work,  or  four  years  of  three  q^aarters 
each.  It  prepares  the  student  for  entrance  to  the  College  Courses. 
Those  who  complete  the  Rural  Certificate  Course  may  complete  this 
course  in  one  year.  Credit  will  be  given  for  work  done  in  approved 
high  schools.

NOTE — Students  taking  this  course  who  may  not  have  completed  the 
requirements  of  the  preceding  Rural  Certificate  course  and  who  expect 
to  become  applicants  for  the  Elementary  Certificate  or  the  Elementary 
Life  Diploma  will  be  expected  to  include  in  their  total  credits  for  en- 
trance four  term  credits  of  non-preparation  subjects  as  follows:

Entrance  to  this  course  presupposes  the  completion  of  a  standard 
four  years  high  school  course  or  its  equivalent.

All  the  required  subjects  of  this  course  give  attention  to  Methods;^ 
of  Teaching. 

This  course  represents  three  quarters  work  of  college  grade,  the?

The  certificate  given  upon  the  completion  of  this  course  grants 
authority  to  teach  in  the  state  for  two  years. 

NOTE: — Students  who  have  not  completed  the  four  term  credits 
of  non-preparation  subjects  mentioned  under  the  Entrance  Require- 
ment Course  will  be  expected  to  take  these  subjects  as  electives  for 
this  course  unless  they  have  studied  them  elsewhere  and  can  satisfy 
their  instructors  as  to  the  adequacy  of  their  knowledge.  A  knowledge 
of  the  pedagogy  of  the  school  arts  is  essential  to  the  success  of  teachers 
in  our  elementary  schools.

It  is  suggested  that  in  order  to  give  a  broad  equipment  for  efficient 
work  the  electives  of  the  above  course  be  distributed  as  follovi^s:  Some 
phase  of  History,  ly^.  hours.  Science  5  hours  with  the  remaining  10 
hours  devoted  to  future  specialization  or  subjects  allied  to  the  above. 

Students  far  enough  advanced  may  offer  five  hours'  credit  in  Piano 
or  Voice  from  the  Conservatory  of  Music  toward  their  electives,  the 
completion  of  which  must  be  certified  by  the  Conservatory  authorities. 
When  the  student  is  taking  Music  for  credit  along  with  other  studies 
this  will  be  placed  upon  their  card  as  one  of  the  four  regular  subjects 
carried  in  any  one  term. 

Students  who  expect  to  take  up  teaching  of  Agriculture  or  Domes- 
tic Science  in  high  schools  must  make  Chemistry  one  of  their  electives 
early  in  the  course.  All  students  who  expect  to  do  advanced  work  in 
Agriculture  or  Foods  must  take  Chemistry  in  advance  of  these  courses. 

The  Diploma  issued  upon  the  completion  of  this  course  designates 
ability  to  teach  in  Elementary  and  Rural  Schools,  and  is  valid  for  life. 

This  is  the  central  work  of  the  institution  and  represents  the  dis- 
tinctive type  of  its  teaching,  though  the  same  attention  is  paid  to  the 
quality  of  work  in  all  the  courses.  When  all  the  communities  of  the 
state  have  access  to  local  high  schools  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  the 
Normal  School  to  maintain  so  many  secondary  studies,  permitting 
greater  emphasis  upon  its  college  work.  The  work  of  this  course  is 
the  full  equivalent  of  the  first  and  second  years  of  standard  colleges 
and  admits  to  Junior  standing  in  the  School  of  Education  of  our  State 
University  and  others  of  like  character. 

The  required  work  in  Education  is  designed  to  secure  a  vital  func- 
tioning of  the  idea  of  teaching  and  development  in  as  near  an  approach 
to  actual  school  room  conditions  as  it  is  possible  to  make.  The  training 
in  teaching  involves  placing  the  student  in  charge  of  all  the  work  of  a 
group  or  room  for  a  continuous  period  of  at  least  one-half  day  for  a 
lull  quarter.     We  aim  to  make  the  type  of  scholarship  secured  by  the 
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study  of  courses  in  Education  quite  as  effective  as  that  secured  by  the 
more  rigidly  academic  lines. 

NOTE — The  statement  concerning  the  non-preparation  subjects 
under  Cpurse  III,  the  Elementary  Certificate  Course,  applies  to  this 
course  as  well  as  to  Course  III.

This  course  occupies  the  student's  time  for  nine  quarters  and  leads; 
to  a  Life  Diploma  designating  ability  to  teach  in  High  Schools  and  to. 
teach  and  supervise  special  subjects  in  Elementary  and  High  Schools.. 

The  completion  of  a  minimum  of  six  non-preparation  subjects  w^ill; 
be  required  of  students  seeking  this  Diploma.  See  note  under  Course  IV.. 

Best  results  will  be  secured  by  planning  the  work  of  this  course; 
from  the  beginning  regardless  of  the  other  courses  where  it  is  possible 
to  give  continuous  attendance. 

This  course  will  give  opportunity  to  prepare  for  teaching  a  single 
subject  in  High  Schools  as  English,  History,  Mathematics,  etc.,  or  a 
combination  of  related  subjects  as  English  and  a  Foreign  Language, 
English  and  History,  Mathematics  and  Science,  etc.,  or  to  specialize  in 
Kindergarten-Primary  teaching  and  similar  phases  or  to  secure  train- 
ing for  teaching  and  supervising  Music,  Art,  Manual  Training,  Domes- 
tic Science,  etc. 

The  thirty  hours  allotted  to  the  major  subject  may  be  distributed 
to  give  the  student  the  maximum  of  training  and  efficiency.  A  portion, 
of  the  student's  time  will  be  given  to  the  study  of  the  theory  and  prac- 
tice of  teaching  the  special  subject. 


Preparation  for  Superintendencies  and  Principalships  may  be 
made  by  electing  largely  from  courses  in  Education  not  taken  as  re- 
quired work. 

Students  expecting  to  specialize  will  be  expected  to  consult  the 
President  of  the  School  who  will  direct  the  work  of  this  course  in  con- 
sultation with  the  instructor  or  instructors  most  intimately  concerned. 


VI.     THE  DEGREE  COURSE— BACHELOR  OF  SCIENCE  IN 
EDUCATION.  (B.  S.,  in  Ed.) 

One  Hundred  Twenty  Hour  Course  for  High  School  Graduates. 

The  essential  requirements  involved  in  the  previous  College  Rank 
courses  are  a  part  of  this  course. 

No  candidate  will  be  recommended  who  in  adddition  to  the  en- 
trance requirement  of  sixteen  units  of  standard  high  school  work  does 
not  present  a  minimum  of  one  hundred  twenty  semester  hours  of  work 
distributed  essentially  as  follows:

The  electives  of  this  course  may  be  distributed  among  the  several 
phases  of  subjects  offered  and  may  be  grouped  to  meet  a  general 
course  or  to  provide  for  a  rather  extended  specialization. 

A  major  field  of  subject  matter  must  be  selected  requiring  twenty 
hours'  work  in  addition  to  the  hours  mentioned  above,  selected  upon 
the  advice  and  approval  of  the  President  and  the  Instructor  in  charge 
of  the  subject.  Ten  hours  of  this  major  must  be  selected  from  courses 
numbered  201  or  above. 

A  second  group  of  twenty  hours  of  a  field  related  to  the  major 
must  be  selected  with  ten  hours  selected  as  designated  under  the  major 
coarse. 

If  the  student  does  not  wish  to  select  a  second  major  field  twenty 
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hours  of  the  remaining  forty  hours  of  electives  must  he  from  courses 
numbered  201  or  above. 

Students  who  expect  to  specialize  in  Science  including  Physics 
should  elect  Trigonometry  as  a  prerequisite  and  Chemistry  as  a  pre- 
requisite to  Advanced  Agriculture  or  to  courses  involving  a  study  of 
Cookery  and  Household  Sanitation. 

If  the  study  of  the  required  non-preparation  subjects  mentioned 
under  previous  courses  is  deferred  until  the  latter  half  of  this  course 
only  three  fifths  of  the  usual  credit  will  be  allowed.  An  aggregate  of 
not  more  than  ten  hours  of  these  subjects  may  be  presented. 

Under  certain  conditions  a  limited  amount  of  credit  may  be  award- 
ed for  diligent  work  in  Glee  Club,  Chorus,  or  Orchestra  or  for  staff 
work  on  school  publications  or  for  participation  in  the  stated  contests 
in  Oratory,  Essay,  Debate,  or  Declamation. 

Suggested  groupings  of  courses  for  a  variety  of  special  training 
will  be  given  in  the  October,  1915,  Bulletin. 

This  course  is  designed  to  meet  a  demand  for  a  completed  College 
Education  in  the  Normal  School  in  order  that  it  may  more  adequately 
serve  its  constituency  in  providing  well  trained  teachers  and  leaders 
for  the  school  and  community.
